SEPT. 1 SEEN AS EARLIEST 
DATE FOR REFRIGERATORS 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—“Sept. 1” is the 
earliest date now indicated by WPB officials 
for a resumption of the production of 
household electric refrigerators. 


It was also indicated that production, if 
any, in 1944 would be on a limited scale and 
that most of it would go for such essential 
uses as hospitals, institutions, preservation 
of drugs, etc. 

These prophecies are born out by the talk 
which Charles E. Wilson, WPB executive 
chairman, made before WPB’s newly formed 
office of operations, in which he said that 
“vastly increased military demands in 1944 
should curb the increasing optimism over an 
early resumption of general civilian goods 
production. 

“There is no alternative,” Mr. Wilson 
warned, “we simply must meet the demands 
of the military—and they'll be bigger, much 
bigger, than those of 1943, just as the 
offensive of the United Nations will be 
bigger.” 

While changes in direct war production 
needs may result in the opportunity to 
produce some civilian goods where facilities 
and manpower are available, general pro- 


_. duction of civilian goods remains “far, far 


down the list,” Mr. Wilson added. 

In introducing Mr. Wilson and members 
of his immediate staff, L. R. Boulware, newly 
appointed operations vice chairman, struck 
the keynote of the meeting. 

The perspective of WPB, he said, is like 
this. Direct war needs come first. Next 
most important is to provide for bed-rock 
civilian needs to maintain health, sanitation, 
and transportation, enabling war workers to 
do their work at peak efficiency. 


MANY USERS OF LOCKERS 
ALSO HAVE HOME UNITS 


DES MOINES, Iowa—In a survey recently 
completed by the National Frozen Foods 
Locker Association 73 or exactly half of the 
146 locker operators reporting declared that 
their customers had home freezer units which 
they were using in conjunction with their 
refrigerated locker service. 

Sixty-six out of the 146 considered the use 
of home freezer units to be an asset to the 
operation of a locker storage plant, while 
34 believed that such units constituted direct 
“competition” for the plants. Forty-six did 
not answer on this score. 

The survey demonstrated in _ striking 
fashion that there is a tremendous demand 
for refrigerated locker storage service today 
even in areas that have plants, with 61 out 
of the 146 operators reporting that they had 
expanded their plant in 1943, and 81 others 
declaring that an expansion to their plant 
was being planned for 1944. 


Furniture Men Ask 
Utility Cooperation 
In Appliance Sales 


CHICAGO—Closer cooperation 
among public utilities and retail 
furniture stores in the postwar mar- 
keting of household appliances is the 
aim of a program to be discussed at 
a meeting of leaders in these fields, 
together with representatives of a 
number of appliance manufacturing 
firms, which will be held here Jan. 
17, opening day of the mid-winter 
furniture market. 

According to the National Retail 
Furniture Association, which is spon- 
soring the meeting, preliminary talks 
between leaders of the two sales 
fields have indicated that a satis- 
factory working arrangement is a 
possibility. 

The association announced (Dec. 
28) that a “statement of merchan- 
dising procedure” drawn up some 
time ago among the utility company 
representatives and officers of the 
association is being revised and will 
be presented as a concrete proposal 
for a more complete understanding 
of merchandising practices in home 
appliance selling. } 

The association’s postwar planning 
committee has conducted an exten- 
sive survey of prewar marketing 
procedures of utility companies and

Federal Judge Raps 
OPA Treble Damages 


LOS ANGELES—An action brought 
in Federal court here by the admin- 
istrator of the Office of Price 
Administration against a lumber 
company, in which treble damages 
were sought, has been dismissed by 
Federal Judge Peirson M. Hall, who 
held in a ruling from the bench that 
OPA cannot maintain a treble dam- 
age action against a business concern. 

The government agency, said the 
judge, is limited in its right to sue 
for treble damages to actions against 
black market operators and boot- 


leggers. The right to sue for treble 


damages against a “legitimate” busi- 
ness house under OPA regulations,

Take 90 Days, 
Industry Thinks 


Manufacturers’ Estimates 
Range from ‘Few Weeks’ 
To 6-Month Period 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Estimates 
ranging from “a few weeks” to “six 
months” were given by the heads of 
appliance manufacturing firms on the 
amount of time it will take to get 
back into production of civilian items 
following the defeat of Germany, in 
the “Question of the Week” survey 


column of the “United States News.” 


Most of the answers were inclined 
to put the time at 90 days. The 
question which was asked and 
answered in the Jan. 7 issue of the 
“United States News” was 

“How soon after the German phase 
of the war ends do you think peace- 
time manufacture of your electrical 
products for use in the homes can be 
resumed ?” 


John Ballantyne, president, Philco 
Corp., said that “the Philco Corp. 
expects to be ready to resume civilian 
production of radios, refrigerators, 
and single-room air conditioners 
within a few weeks after Germany is 
defeated . . . our reconversion prob- 
lem does not appear likely to be 
difficult, the only possible delaying 
factor being receipt of a few bottle- 
neck items from subcontractors and 
suppliers. Our own facilities can be 
changed over to civilian production 
within a few days.” 

“If manufacture of electrical ap- 
pliances is released at a time when 
manpower and materials are avail- 
able, due to end of the German war, 
volume production can be resumed in 
three months,” declared Howard E. 
Blood, president, Norge _ division, 
Borg-Warner Corp. 

“The industry should be able to 
resume manufacture and distribution 
of household appliances in four to 
six months after the German phase 
of the war is over, provided Wash- 
ington red tape can be unwound with- 
out too much delay and confusion,” 
replied Louis Ruthenburg, president, 
Servel, Inc.

(Concluded from Page 1, Column 2) 
retail furniture outlets. The findings 
of this survey will be announced at 
the meeting and are expected to 
reveal some of the features of utility 
selling which proved irksome to the 
furniture dealers. In turn, utility 
interests are expected to diagnose 
what they regard as the shortcom- 
ings of the furniture merchants as 
appliance outlets. 

Objections voiced by the retailers 
to prewar merchandising practices 
of the utility companies included the 
granting of credit for extensive pe- 
riods and the sale of over-the- 
counter merchandise. The retailers 
also considered the long-term guar- 
anties granted by manufacturers, 
especially in the electric refrigeration 
field, as burdensome. 

In its announcement of the Jan. 17 
meeting, the association expressed 
confidence that a clearer understand- 
ing on these subjects would be 
reached. Retail merchants, generally, 
see in the appliance merchandising 
field the possibility of a vast volume 
of business, according to the associa- 
tion, especially since furniture store 
men believe that appliance specialty 
stores have suffered a high mortality 
in the last two years, while retail 
furniture stores have survived with 
a minimum of dislocation.

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2 New Drinking Water Coolers 
Permitted Under Revised L-126 


WASHINGTON, D. C.— Changes 
in Schedule I to Limitation Order 
L-126 “Required Specifications for 
Self-Contained Drinking Water Cool- 
ers” were announced by WPB as 
going into effect Dec. 28. 


Two new types of permitted water 
coolers are specified in the amended 
Schedule I. These are Type “B” 
electric bubbler storage type for 
land use with a minimum capacity 
of 10 g.p.h.; and Type “C” electric 
pressure type for land use with a 
minimum capacity of 25 g.p.h. 

The amended L-126 then states: 


“Any producer who is manufactur- 
ing Type “A” Size 5 or Size 20 
coolers may not also manufacture 
Type “B” Size 10, and Type “C” 
Size 25 coolers (so as to produce 
three sizes for use aboard ship and 
two sizes for land use), but may pro- 
duce his Type A, Size 5 or Size 20 
coolers for use aboard ship and for 
land use if the design of the coolers 
to be delivered for land use is modi- 
fied by changing the fixture equip- 
ment and any special requirements 
needed only for use aboard ship, so 
as to meet the above specifications 
for Type “B” Size 10 or Type “C” 
Size 25 coolers insofar as practicable.” 


Text of the revised Schedule I is 
as follows: 


PART 1071—INDUSTRIAL AND 
COMMERCIAL REFRIGERATION AND 
AIR CONDITIONING MACHINERY 
AND EQUIPMENT 


[Limitation Order L-126, Schedule I as 
amended Dec. 28, 1943] 


REQUIRED SPECIFICATIONS FOR 
SELF-CONTAINED DRINKING 
WATER COOLERS 


§1071.3. Schedule I to Limitation Order 
L-126—(a) Definitions. For the purpose 
of this schedule: 


(1) “Producer” means any. person who 
produces, manufactures, processes, fabri- 
cates, or assembles self-contained drink- 
ing water. coolers for supplying drinking 
water for human consumption. 


(2) “Self-contained” means a single 
cabinet or housing for a drinking water 
cooler containing or manufactured to 
contain two or more of the following 
assemblies: 

(i) Water cooling low side or evaporator 
with or without controls, 

(ii) Bubbler valve fountain assembly 
or assemblies, or glass or pitcher-filler 
assembly or assemblies. 

(iii) Electric refrigeration condensing 
unit with or without controls. 

(3) “Bubbler type’ means any type of 
self-contained drinking water cooler 
which is designed primarily for supply- 
ing drinking water through or by means 
of a sanitary bubbler or drinking 
fountain. 

(4) “Design of cabinet enclosure” 
means a particular combination of cabi- 
net enclosure or housing, low side or 
evaporator, drain receptor or receptors, 
bubbler valve assemblies, and glass or 
pitcher filler assemblies. Any change in 
the size or location of any of these items 
constitutes a change in design. 

(b) Required specifications. Pursuant 
to Limitation Order L-126 the following 
required specifications are hereby estab- 
lished for self-contained drinking water 
coolers: 

(1) Types, sizes, and capacities. The 
following types, sizes, and capacities of 
self-contained drinking water coolers are 
hereby established: 


NOTE: Type C cooler capacity is based 
on an ambient temperature of 100° F. 
while reducing water from 90° F. inlet 
to 50° F. outlet drinking water, and 
capacity must be obtained without the 
use of waste water pre-cooler.

(c) Alloy steel, stainless steel, monel, 
or other nickel alloy metals, except in 
refrigerant and electric controls, and then 
only provided that such use is limited to 
the minimum amount practicable; 


(ii) In the manufacture of self-con- 
tained drinking water coolers (exclusive 
of condensing units, motors, controls, and 
wiring) no producer shall use copper or 
copper base alloy except in the following 
parts: 


(a) Low sides, 

(b) Pre-coolers, 

(c) Bubblers, 

(d) Water valves, 
. (e) Water lines, 

(f) Liquid and suction lines, 


(g) Refrigerant or temperature con- 
trols, 


(h) Glass- or pitcher-fillers; and the 
aggregate weight of copper or copper 
base alloy used in all of such parts con- 
tained in any such water coolers shall 
not exceed the respective maximum quan- 
tity set forth below:

Copper to WPB Offices 


Q. We have a moderate inventory 
of copper base alloy raw materials 
that have become obsolete due to 
certain engineering changes. Do we 
report this inventory to the Copper 
Recovery Corporation or has there 
been some change in this procedure? 

A. The Copper Recovery Corp. is 
being liquidated and you are now 
asked to file your excess inventory 
reports with your regional office of 
the War Production Board. 

The Regional Office will attempt, 
for a 30-day period after you report 
this inventory to them, to find a suit- 
able purchaser who can use your 
material in its present form. At the 
end of 30 days, any part of that ma- 
terial which has not been sold will be 
referred to the Copper Division of 
the War Production Board at Wash- 
ington for inclusion in the national 
inventory file of available surplus 
stock. 


The WPB regional offices are also 
now empowered to authorize trans- 
fers of idle or excess copper base 
alloy raw material on an “ex- 
allotment basis.” The term “ex-allot- 
ment” means that you may purchase 
any of the raw materials on the idle 
or excess inventory lists of the WPB 
without the necessity of getting a 
CMP allotment.

No Advance Order Needed 
For Valves & Controls 


Q. Direction No. 1 to Priorities 
Regulation No. 18 which was issued 
the latter part of November says 
that every person who knows that 
he will need delivery in 1944 of any 
Product listed in that Direction must 
place all of his purchase orders be- 
fore Jan. 1, 1944 for delivery in the 
first or second quarters of 1944 and 
before March 1, 1944 for delivery in 
the third and fourth quarters of 1944. 
In the list attached to the direction 
are these two items: “Valves, con- 
trol” and “motor controls, electric.” 
Does this mean that we must ar- 
range immediately to place orders 
for our 1944 requirements of refrig- 
eration expansion valves and re- 
frigeration controls? 

A. No. In the first place, if you 
are a jobber or dealer the direction 
does not apply to you at all for it 
specifically excepts from its terms 
orders placed by persons who take 
delivery for resale, and in the second 
place, refrigeration valves and con- 
trols are not covered by the items 
listed in the direction. The items 
listed in the direction apply only to 
those products which are “scheduled” 
under specific WPB regulations such 
as order M-293 which is known as 
the scheduling order.

WPB Approves 2 Million Irons for ’44; 
Producers’ Quotas Set at 43% of 1940 


WASHINGTON, D. C.— Approval 
has been given by WPB to 2,000,000 
flatirons for civilian use in 1944. 

While the amount will not come up 
to normal production (figures showed 
during the peak year in 1941 manu- 
facturers made 5,000,000 domestic 
electric irons) it will serve to miti- 
gate the hardships caused by two 
years of almost no production, popu- 
lation shifts caused by the war and 
the entry of thousands of women 
into the war plants, says WPB. 

Approval of the program was 
given by the Requirements Com- 
mittee after careful study of reports 
concerning available facilities, man- 
power, and materials. The supply of 
raw materials was not the controlling 
factor since the amount of steel, cast 
iron, copper, and other metals is 
small. 

Since the job is largely one of 
assembly, WPB felt that the 2,000,000 
irons could be produced without 
affecting the critical position as to 
manpower for war production. Semi- 
skilled labor, largely female, can 
handle the job in plants where suit- 
able facilities are available. 

Manufacturers are at liberty to 
accept or reject a quota of 43% of 
their production in 1940. Those who 
indicate that they are in a position 
to accept the quota will be surveyed 
by WPB Regional offices who, after 
consulting the military authorities 
and the War Manpower Commission, 
will recommend whether or not the 
quota may be placed with the firm 
in question. 

Favorable action will not be taken 
unless WPB regional officers are 
satisfied that facilities proposed to 
be used are not needed in war pro- 
duction and that manpower to be 
used cannot be employed in war pro- 
duction. A manufacturer unable to 
accept his quota will be permitted to 
have his quota made for him by 
another manufacturer. 

In announcing approval of this 
small program, WPB warned both 
manufacturers and consumers against 
interpreting its action as an indica- 
tion that there is shortly to be a 
general resumption of the manufac- 
ture of civilian goods the production 
of which is now banned. While some 
raw materials are in greater supply, 
the manpower situation is still highly 
critical. Shifts in the war produc- 
tion program will release manufac- 
turing in some areas, manpower 
which has been working these facili- 
ties will have to be transferred, 
wherever possible, to war work in 
other plants. 


“It is possible that war production 
demands by the middle of 1944 will 
have diminished in certain fields of 
production so that a number of other 
items of civilian goods can be put 
into production, but as things stand 
at present little can be done but to 
prepare plans against the time when 
conditions permitting such produc- 
tion will prevail,’ says the WPB 
announcement. 

As to the two million electric flat- 
irons, consumers are warned that it 
will be probably six months before 
many will reach dealers’ shelves. 
Distribution will be based on distribu- 
tion in 1940, with adjustments neces- 
sary to provide extra quantities in 
war industry centers which have 
greatly irfcreased population. Ra- 
tioning is not contemplated. 


Larson Named Colorado 
Crosley Distributor 


DENVER, Colo.—Announcement of 
the appointment of the Larson Dis- 
tributing Co. of Denver as distributor 
in the Colorado territory for the 
Crosley Corp., has just been made by 
J. H. Rasmussen, Crosley commercial 
manager. 

The Larson Distributing Co. is 
headed by Otis L. Larson, who has 
been operating the company for the 
past 17 years. The company was 
operated as the Larson-Nash Motors 
Co. from 1927 to February, 1943, as 
the distributor of Nash automobiles 
in Colorado, Wyoming, New Mexico, 
and western Nebraska. 

In 1937, as a result of the merger 
of Nash and Kelvinator, the com- 
pany became distributor in the Colo- 
rado area for the Kelvinator line 
under the name of the Larson Dis- 
tributing Co. In the fall of 1940, the 
distributorship for the Bendix Auto- 
matic Home Laundry in the same 
territory was added. 

The Nash- Kelvinator distributor 
franchise was discontinued in Feb- 
ruary, 1943. The company continues 
distribution of Bendix in its terri- 
tory. 

The company is now occupying 
temporary offices and display rooms 
at 1269 Broadway, Denver. It plans 
to change to a new location, on 
which an option has been obtained 
when civilian production of house- 
hold appliances is resumed. The com- 
pany is now equipped with a com- 
plete parts department. 


Utilities to Resume 
Gas Unit Promotion 


NEW YORK CITY — Anticipating 
greatly expanded markets for gas 
refrigerators and other household ap- 
pliances, 90% of the operating gas 
utilities in the country intend to 
“resume aggressive, direct merchan- 
dise efforts in cooperation with a 
strong dealer program.” 

This was announced by C. V. 
Sorenson of Hammond, Ind., chair- 
man of the subcommittee on postwar 
markets of the American Gas Asso- 
ciation, who said: 

“The residential market is our 
largest and oldest and will need more 
attention than ever before, for appli- 
ances are wearing out and becoming 
obsolete with no chance to replace 
them at present. 

“Our industry is thinking first in 
terms of ‘old-customer’ family units, 
disregarding for the moment the ap- 
pliance needs brought about by new 
family formation. For ‘old-customer’ 
units represent a potential market for 
8,000,000 or 9,000,000 modern gas 
ranges, possibly 5,000,000 automatic 
gas water heaters and at least 
2,000,000 gas refrigerators. All this 
will be necessary just to catch up 
after the war. 

“The ground lost during the de- 
pression when sales lagged, plus the 
deficit now piling up when equipment 
cannot be sold, means that the re- 
placement market alone will for sev- 
eral years, exceed the total equipment 
market of the gas industry in the 
pre-war years. Added to this, the 
industry: will meet a_ tremendous 
desire for dependable automatic gas 
home-heating services.” 

In the years following peace, Mr. 
Sorenson said, there will be pre- 
fabricated houses, group housing 
projects, homes built by merchant 
builders catering to those who can 
afford to pay more than $6,000, and 
so-called custom-built homes. 

He declared that in all cases 
greater attention will be paid to the 
inclusion of modern labor-saving 
equipment as a “must” for conve- 
nience and economy. Hence, he said,

Public and Trades Mapped Out by 
Indoor Climate Institute Directors 


CINCINNATI—“One of the most 
hopeful signs for a better world, 
after victory, is the awakened public 
interest in human comfort and health. 
For along with the fight for freedom, 
humanity is waging a winning battle 
against suffering from extremes in 
heat and cold, as well as disease,” 
declared Paul B. Zimmerman, presi- 
dent of the Indoor Climate Institute, 
at a meeting of its Board of 
Directors here last month. 

“Throughout America,’ Mr. Zim- 
merman continued, “manufacturers 
of prime heating, cooling and air con- 
ditioning equipment are carrying on 
intensive research, assisted by many 
scientific bodies and institutions of 
learning on the subject of controlling 
temperature and humidity. Their 
findings are being applied  con- 
tinuously to both the production and 
battle fronts.” 


PROSPECT AFTER WAR 


“With the termination of the war, 
new products and systems which 
automatically regulate indoor climate 
will create an entirely new concep- 
tion ‘of comfort and health for 
Americans at home and at work. 
For example, year-around air condi- 
tioning will be available even to 
modest homes so that the great dis- 
comfort of intense heat can be offset 
as effectively as that of severe cold. 
Evidence is being received from all 
over America that the Indoor Climate 
Institute’s program of education is 
needed and timely,” concluded Mr. 
Zimmerman. 

T. A. Crawford, general sales man- 
ager of Timken Silent Automatic 
Division and chairman of the mem- 
bership committee of the Indoor 
Climate Institute stated, 

“The mailing of the invitational 
brochures to prospective members 
has been completed, and strong sup- 
port of this newly formed organiza- 
tion is being given, not only by the 
leading manufacturers of heating, 
cooling and air conditioning equip- 
ment, but by the many associations 
who have a common interest in the 
Indoor Climate Institute objectives.” 


SEEK EDITOR’S ADVICE 


At the board meeting, it was sug- 
gested that a special trade paper 
editor’s Panel be created for the 
purpose of analyzing the many differ- 
ent projects to be undertaken by 
I.C.I. during 1944, and obtaining the 
expert opinion of editors as to ways 
and means of making these projects 
most effective. 

Cc. T. Burg, general sales manager 
of Iron Fireman Mfg. Co. and chair- 
man of the Institute public relations 
committee said, “Obviously, the 
burden of crystallizing the best 
thinking of the related industries and 
the powerful instruments of contact 
represented by the trade press, with 
all segments of these industries, calls 
for a new approach to the question 
of trade and public relations as 
sponsored by such an unprejudiced, 
independent clearing house of infor- 
mation as the Indoor Climate In- 
stitute. 

We hope, within a short time, to 
be able to exchange confidences with 
the trade press editors on a basis of 
questionnaires on proposed educa- 
tional projects or policy matters. 


EDUCATE THE PUBLIC 


“This will permit the Indoor 
Climate Institute Public Relations 
Committee and executive personnel 
to formulate programs that will offer 
not only the soundest objectives, but 
serve a most valuable purpose in 
expediting the dissemination of in- 
formation to the trade and the public. 
The result should be accelerated 
activities that will insure, in the 
postwar era, a more direct and active 
interest in greater indoor comfort 
and health on the part of the 
American public.” 

In reviewing some of the proposed 
projects for 1944, before the I.C.I. 
board of directors, Mr. Burg empha- 
sized the value of a booklet to be 
distributed among prospective home 
builders or remodelers to be published 
under the title, “Build Indoor Com- 
fort into Your Postwar Home.” 
This small reference book for the 
layman on the subject of how to 
assure greater indoor comfort by a 
proper analysis of his individual home 
requirements is designed to produce 
a new appreciation of the heat con- 
servation factors and physical equip- 
ment necessary to provide adequate 


protection against the cold of winter 
and the heat of summer. The booklet 
will be written in laymen’s language 
and simply illustrated as it depicts 
the various types of heating, cooling, 
and air conditioning equipment avail- 
able to the owners of even modest 
homes. 

Another anticipated project, ac- 
cording to Mr. Burg, is the publica- 
tion of a manual or primer for the 
building trade. This manual would 
be available to speculative builders, 
architects, schools and associations, 
and members of the building trade 
who will find, within its covers, an 
unprejudiced but complete analysis 
of the various types of equipment 
essential to the proper regulation of 
indoor climate. Presentation of both 
educational and technical data would 
be graphic and designed to be of 
particular value to the thousands of 
men who, after the war, will turn 
to the building industry for a living. 
They will not have had an opportu- 
nity to keep abreast of the rapid 
developments in the heating, cooling, 
and air conditioning industries that 
have taken place during the war. 


WILL PUBLISH STANDARDS 


The proposed I.C.I. builders’ man- 
ual will, as evidenced in the Insti- 
tute’s published policies, incorporate 
only those standards which have been 
sponsored or approved by the respec- 
tive branches of the recognized re- 
lated industries, through their asso- 
ciations and technical groups. 

Still another important phase of 
I.C.I.’s educational program is to be 
found in the Speakers Bureau, to be 
set up in order to provide qualified 
speakers for conventions and meet- 
ings of every branch of the allied 
industries, as well as clubs or groups 
in the key cities of the country who 
make it a practice of having speakers 
at their regular meetings. This will 
include luncheon’ groups, parent- 
teacher groups, city planning and 
building association groups, fraternal 
organizations, architectural societies 
and all related trade groups. 


SPEAKERS BUREAU PLANNED 


The Indoor Climate Institute 
Speakers Bureau will depend upon its 
local, authorized chapters which are 
to be established throughout the 
country, for the scheduling of 
speakers as well as the distribution 
of literature, bulletins, and publicity 
that are to perform such an impor- 
tant service in the educational pro- 
gram. Cc. D. Lyford of the 
Minneapolis-Honeywell Regulator Co. 
is chairman of the local chapter com- 
mittee of I.C.I. 

L. N. Hunter, vice president of 
National Radiator Co. and chairman 
of the Institute’s technical committee 
and J. R. Scott of Mueller Furnace 
Co. and vice chairman of the techni- 
cal committee reported to the board 
of directors that the membership of 
the technical committee had about 
been completed and a full report of 
its identity and the work undertaken 
would be outlined at the next meet- 
ing of the board, which is to be held 
in New York, Jan. 31, Feb. 1 and 2 
at the time of the American Society 
of Heating & Ventilating Engineers’ 
meeting.
